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ND thus I have“found out two 
Funds for the. next Years War, 
, the SpanifhGaleons, or theiPyrates 
df Madagefcar-——TFake which you will, Gen- 
tlemen, or if you: will have it, which you 
cap. Asto the laft; I confefs, it is tome 
thing, doubrful, not only whether they will 
offer fuch.a Treafure for their Pardon, but 
‘really whether they have fucha Treafure or 
no; nor till the Experiment is made, is it 
worth while to talk of it any farther. 

As:to the Fir/t, of taking the Galeons,Vigo 
is a ftanding Inftance of the Feaziblenefs of 
the thing, and all the World is Mafter of the 
Cafe, as to the Value of it. 

And this puts me in Mind, how often ina 
War with Spain, did Queen Elizabeth -en- 
vich hes felf, and furnifh not her own Coffers 
only, but the whole Nation with Treafure. 


From the ‘Spanifb Weft-Indies, how did Sir 
Francis Drake plunder the Coafts, take their 
Towns, and even load his Veffels Home 
with their Spoils; and at Sea, -how often 
did we meet their great’Carricks'and Carte 
vels, as they. called them, Ships of 1500 
Tun, built like Caftles; what Work did our’ 
Men of War make with them almoft every 
Year? 

We are ftronger now at Sea a great deal,. 
‘and the “qiceigg much weaker ; their Ships 
are as rich now, as they were then, and 4. 
think verily, we want the Money as much— 
Why then fhould we not fet to work-with: 
them the fame Way? To fay they are ftrong- 
er now than they were then, and befter 
fostify’d'on Shore 3. This is to be anfwer’d 
in French,-a-la-mode 4 Carshagena, Monfieur 
Pointy was not baulk’d, but ‘took the nk 
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‘tho’ the'r2 Apoftiesdefended it, and took 
their Apoftiefhips away with him into the 
Bargain. 

But befides ail this, what thal we fay to 
our Merchants, that fit out Privateers, and 
cruife upon the French, and make little e- 
nough of it? And why, Gentlemen, did 
you nevér try your Fortune in the Bay of 
Mexico, or upon the Coaft of Carthagena, or 
in che South Seas, where the French have 
now fo great and fo profitable a Trade ? 
Ten or twelve large Ships well maan’d and 
furnifh’d, Ships of 40 to 0 Gunseach, for 
fwch the: Duteh have now in the Streights, 
and in two Bodies,but to a& in Concert;they 
would {weep the South Seas of the French; 
they woald have plunder’d Limz, Panama, 
and all the Coaft of Chili; they would have 
gone into.any of their Ports, and taken the 
very Shipping out of the Harbours ; ae 
would have done any thing they had defir’ 
en the other Hand, had each Ship carry’d 
about 100004. in Englifh Goods, honeft wool- 
len Manuta&tures 5 che Spaniards would, pro- 
teded by your Ships, frankly have traded 
with you, if you had declared Freedom of 
Trade, and every hundred Pound Sterling 
had made five. 

I have obferv’d Abundance of People 
fruitful ia Complaints, that the Spanifh Trade 
48 loft, and chat Fleets are not fent to the 
Coafts of America. Really, Gentlemen, 
the Complaint is not fo juft on the Govern- 
feat, as i¢ ison your felves ; have you ever 
made this Attempt both ef Warand Trade? 
Is there any Doubt, but, #f you bad, the 
QUEEN’ Ships‘ would have had Order on 
all Occafions to farther your Attempts, and 
prote& yon as much as pofhible from the E- 
memy ? ——Why have you not large Veflets 
Every Year plying the Coaft of Mexico, 
ftrong enough to trade by Force, as well as 
by Stealth ? Has ever any Veffel gone upon 
chat Trade, but what has mét with Succels ? 
And do not the Spaniards there want the 
‘Trade, as much as we want their Money ? 
Fis apparent, they do, by she Prices they 
wilgive, when they meet with our Jaimaica 
Sloops, the EagernefS they fhow to the 
Trade, and the Rifque they run for it. 

Complain then no more of the Lofs of 
the Spanifo Trade, while ’tis thus open to 


you, and while you fee your Enemies grow 
rich by it, and while the thing appears fo 
feazible; there is nothtag required to this 


Trade, but to f-nd Ships of Force, and in. 


Concert upon a Joint-Foot, that Emulations 
and feparate Intereft might notcheque the 
Succefs of the Delign, which has indced 
been the Ruin uf many a good Attempt. 

Were this purfued, we fhould not be io 
empty of Bullion, as we appear to be, nor 
be fo uneafie at carrying itovtaziin, where 
the Neceffity of Trade req :ires it, either 
by Prices or by Trade. or by both, ine Sup. 
ply of Bullion would be renca’d, and the 
Encreafe of our Trade vilibly forwarded 
for “tis too wel known to admit Difpute, 
that the Trade to the Spinifh Weft-Indies 
was boththe Lifeof ir Manufaétures, and 
the Fountain of our Bullion. And this was 
the Reafon, why in the late King’s Time, 
tho’ the War pinch’d us harder tian it does 
now, publick Credit bving then in its Intan- 
cy; yet wehad a Supply of Bullion, the 
Streams run full, cur Manufactures went 
out, and Bullion came in, the Spani(h 
Trade being open and free s and this alone 
made that Prodigy of NM’ .- -=ment feazible, 
I mean, the Changing «+ in a: a Time, 
when no Nation inthe \\ crid, but England, 
could have brought fuch a thing to pals. 

Qn the other Hand, Credit has been our 
amazing Support, and if the Exchequer had 
not by the moft exquifite Management been 
brought to command. a Credit fhe never 
knew ia England before, and which by the 
moft barbaraus A@ that ever this Nation 
knew, was entirely lof& ; Imean, the fhute 
ting it up in King Charles 1]’s Time: 1 fay, 
if this Credit had not reviv’d, this War 
could not have been carry’d on, and rhat 
meerly by that one Article, the Want of 
Bullion, 

Neyer complain then for Want of the 
Spanifo Trade. ’Tis as sven as io a Time of 
War, you could expeét it (hould be ; and 
tis open enough, if you had Souls to venture 
like other Nations, both to trade with, or 
plunder your Enemies 4 but we love to fit at 
bome and complain, rather than look abroad 
and Jabour, tho’ to our own Advantage. 
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ND thus Gentlemen, this Author is 
drawing his Difcourfe of the Cams 
paigas to a Clofe for this Wear sand the Jeft 
of War, which like a Seai~ harce, has been 
acting all over Europe this Year, begias te 
be too ftale to laugh at—Ai the Heads in 
Europe are now going to work, to the tricke 
ing the intriguisg Part, leaguing, cabal- 
ling, forming Confederacies, and Party-nya- 
king 3 and I doubt not, but we fhall have 
our Share of it, of which I thall take Notice 
in its Place. 

Ways andMeans is the Bufinels, raifing this 
neceffary Foundation of all Mifchief, THE 
MONEY, is nowthe main Thing upon the 
Wheels——So that contriving new Wars, 
and finding Money to carry on che old,is the 
Matter before us. 

But is not the Pope a brave Fellow now, 
that has fir’d a whole Volley of Church 

Thunder-Bolts againft the Minifters, and 
Generals of the Emperor, and the Duke of 
Savoy ?— Indeed, "tis contrary to the con- 
ftant Praétice of the Romifh Politickss for 
the Popes always us’d to take up with the 
ftrongeft Side, always vs’d to fawn upon 
Conquerors ; but here ’tis juft contrary, 
his Holinefs fhews a moft undaunted Refo- 
lution in his own Caufe, for he is ftiffer in 


the Affair of Naples now than ever; he isas. 


far from granting the Inveftiture, and far- 


ther from owning King Charles, now the. 


 Germaas are Mafters of the whole Country, 
_ thanever he was; nor has the Imperial 

Armies, being at the Gates, nay, within 
the very Gates of Rome, been able to al- 
ter the Refolution, but his Holinefs refolves 
in the S-rength of S:. Peter to die a Martyr 
for his Ecclefiaft:ck Dignities and Privileges; 
nor is it unliks!y but this Boldnefs of the 
old Gentleman rifes from fome iecret Affu- 
rance he has form’d of Affiftancess, and 
this to me isa gnod Reafor to believe, the 
Rumour of a tripple League in Jtaly, bee 
tween the Pope, the Venetian, and the Duke 
of Tufcany, was fomething more in it, thaa 
we have expeéted to find——And Iam mi- 
ftaken, if ina little Time we do not fee a 


new War begun in Jtaly. Bat let them fa 
out and fall in, I donot fee, how it can 
affcétus, fave that it will fit! more embar- 
rais the Affairs of the Emperor; all which 
we owe to the Neapolitan Expedition, ‘an 
Affair the Germans thail have my Thanks 
for, ironically peaking, as often as E think 
of the Siege of Thoulon. 

Nor am I of the Opinion, that the Turk 
will always be fo honeft, ag he bas been hi- 
therto, unicfs fome great Revolution at 
Home put him befide his Jntereft; the 
Turk does not ule to be fucha Slave to his 
Treaties, as this has been againft his own 
Intereft, and that when fo ftrongly follicited 
too ; but if che Turk fhould fall in upon the 
Emperor at this Time, Iknow not what to 
fay of the Affairs of Europe on that fides 
but this Tam perfwaded, it would incline 
us all ro Peace. ik 
’ Tfhall not enter here into the feveral _ 
Methods, by which thé Jurk might advat- 
tage himfelf of the prefene Confufions of 
Europe, and how he would in Effe@ ruia us 
all at this Time 3 I may perhaps have is fug- 
gefted, that J am writing for the Turk, a 
Thing altogether ds likely, as that I was 
writing for the Frenchy and I am per- 
{waded, there are as many of this Paper feea 
at Conftantinople, as at Paris—But in.gene- 


ral Immuft own, I expe& cwonew Wars up- . - 


on the Stageof Europe next Summer, both 
which I have fouch'd ag here, I mean, the 
Tark and the Jsatien. 

In the mean time let us look a little into 
the Winter Affairs of the Werld, Gentle 
men, and fee, what clever Steps are taking 
now to raife Money for the next Years War j 
and where fhall we begin, let us go abroa

It’s thought, France makes all the Mo- 
ney in the Nation circulate through the Ex- 
cheques above 12 Times a Year, and is e- 
-very Jot asexpert in that Pare of his Af- 
fairs, asin the Field. 

Come we tothe Empire, there the Af- 
fair is raifed by Quota’s and Contingents, 
and comes into the Soldiers, perhays much 
about as well as the Soldiers come into the 
Field ; Bobemia is generally harrangued io 
toit, and long Speeches to the States fets 
the Wheelson Work there 3 [aly is talk’¢ 
into it by the Mouth of cheCannun, Mil- 
baie and Mantua, Parmas and Modena, they 
are only to give what is ask’d—Armies ge- 
aerally rai Money she fhorteft Way, and 
shey eat till thefe pay, and yet cat up, what 
they fhould pay it with; thus the Impe- 
Fialifts eat up Bavuria, the Mufcovites Poe 
bard, the Hungarians Aufiria, and theFreach 
Swabia. 

Among all our Ways aed Means, Spin 
hes got a mew Step; Philip ¥. bas gotten a 
$on, and al} the Cities, Towns, Churches, 
Noble-mes, and Provinces mu& come to 
Court, asd make Prefents to buy this Babe 
Blankets, and is of Blankets, he hays it 
eur in Powder ‘and Ball. Im France, the 
Clergy make the King a “Prefent, becaufe 
if they don’t give it, he will take it; io 
Spain ous Sovercign Lord the Pope gives 
Leave to tax the Clergy 5 in Savey chey 
take Leave 5 poor Naples is to be excufed 
from paying any more than they did before, 
becaufe they paid before, all chey had. 

Thue the Meacy is raisd under ali the 
fpecious Forms of Taxation, Capicativn, 
Comribation, Prefents, Free-Gifts, Loans, 
and fuel bike, buc the Enxglif of ic all is, it 
is raifed atthe Puist of the Sward , the 
People havea Compliment put upon them, 
afine gay Term, like a Rattle to the Child 
v6 keep him quier, which, if all won’t do, is 
laid by, and the Rod broughs ia its Place, 
and then the Chibd fubmits, and the Rattle 
gocson. In fhort, the whole Worlds bul- 


lied out of their Money, or wheedled out 
of it, bat England, happy Nation, bappy Bri= 
tains ! and gid they know their own Happi- 
nefs, they woald be hap;y indecd 3 Here no 
Taxes are levied, but by ourown C.nfents 
no Demaid made, but th Occaiton is re- 
prefented,and we our felves are made Judges 
for our felves, whether we ought to pay 
them orno: After they are given, if they 
are mifapply’d, itembezzPd, we havea 
Right to examine and require it, "tis gives 
by us, and accounted for tous. Happy Peo- 
ple, did we but underftand and value our 
own Felicity,and know how to ufe ic! The 
beft Way to do which, is to compare it 
with the Bondage and Slavery, the Oppref- 
fions and Subje¢tion of other Nations.
